We are now in a Committee for confidering of the moft 
proper Methods for the better Security and Improvement 
of the Duties and Revenues already charged upon, and 
payable from Tobacco and Wines: This can be done in ne 
. Numa. XXXVIIL je Way 
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Way fo proper or effectual, as that of preventing for the 
future thofe Frauds by which the publick Revenues have been 
fo much injured in Times paft. I know, that whoever 
attempts to remedy Frauds, attempts a Thing, that muft 
be very difagreeable to all thofe who have been guilty of 
them, or who expect a Benefit by fuch in Time to 
come. This, Sir, I am fully fenfible of, and from this 
have fprung all thofe Clamours which have been raifed 
without Doors againft what I am now to propofe to you. 
The Smugglers, the fraudulent Dealers, and thofe who 
have for many Years been enriching themfelves by cheat- 
ing their Country, forefaw, that if the Scheme I am now 
to propofe took effect, their profitable Trade would be at 
an End; this gave them the Alarm, and from them I am 
perfuaded it is, that all thofe Clamours have originally pro- 
ceeded, 

‘ In this ’tis certain, they have been moft ftrenuoufly af- 
fifted and fupported by another Sct of People, who, from 
Motiyes much worfe, and of much more dangerous Confe- 
quence to their Country, are fond of improving every Op- 
portunity that offers for ftirring up the People of Great-Bri- 


tain to Mutmy and Sedition. But, Sir, notwithftanding 


all the Clamours that fuch wicked and deceitful Men have 
been able to raife, as the Scheme I have to propofe will be 
a great Impravement to the publick Revenue, an Improve- 
ment of two or 300,000 /. per Ann, and perhaps more, 
and as it will likewife be of great Advantage to, the fair 
Trader, I thought it my Duty, not only as being in. the 
Station I am in, but alfo as being a Member of this Houle, 
to lay it before you ; for no fuch Clamours fhalféver deter 
me from doing what I think is my Duty, or from_pfo- 
pofing any Thing that I am convinced will be of fuch 
fignal Benefit to the Revenue, and to the Trade of my 
Country. 

‘It has been moft induftrioufly fpread abroad, that the 
Scheme I am now to propofe, was a Scheme for a General 
Excife, but I do aver that no fuch Scheme ever entered 
into my Head, nor, for what I know, into the Head of 
any Man I am acquainted with: My Thoughts were alé 
ways confined folely to thofe two Branches of the Revenue 
arifing from the Duties on Wine and Sobaccod, and it was 
the frequent and repeated Advices I had of the notorious 
Frauds committed in thefe two Branches of the Revenue, 


and the Clamours cyen of fome of the Merchants 116m" 
‘ felves, 
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felves, that made me turn my Thoughts particularly to- 
wards confidering thofe two Branches, in order to find out, 
if poffible, fome Remedy for the growing Evil ; what I 
am now going to propofe will, I believe, if agreed to, be 
an effectual Remedy ; but if 1 now fail in what I am to pro- 
pofe, it will be the laft that will ever be made, either by 
me, or by any that fhall fucceed me in the Station I am 
now in, 

* At prefent, Sir, I thal! lay before you only the Cafe as 
it now ftands with Refpeét to the Tobacco-Tirade, and the 
Revenue arifing therefrom ; and here it will be neceflary 
firft to confider the Condition of our Planters of Tobacco 
in America; if we can believe them, if we can give any 
Credit to what they themfelves fay, we muft conclude, that 
they are reduced almoft to the laft Extremity, they are re- 
duced even almoft to a State of Defpair, by the many 
Frauds that have been committed in that Trade, by the 
heavy Duties which the Importers of Tobacco are obliged 
to pay upon Importation, and by the ill Ufage they have 

met with from their Faétors and Correfpondents here in 

England, who from being their Servants are now become 

their Lords and Mafters. Thefe poor People have fent 

home many Reprefentations of the bad State of their Af 

fairs, and have lately fent over a Gentleman with a Re- 

monitrance fetting forth their Grievances, and praying for 

fome fpeedy Relief: This they may obtain by Means oF 

the Scheme I intend now to propofe, and I believe it 

from this Scheme only that they can expect any Relief. 

‘ The next Thing we are to confider, is the State of the 

Tobacco-T rade, with Regard to the fair Trader ; the Man 
who deals honourably and fairly with the Publick, as well 
as with private Men, the Man who honeftly pays all thofe 
Duties which the Publick is juftly entitled to, finds him- 
felf prevented and foreftalled almoft in every Market with: 
in the Ifland, by the Smuggler, and the fraudulent Dealer ; 
and even as to our foreign Trade in Tobacco, thofe whe 
have no Regard to Honour, to Religion, or to the v elfare 
of their Country, but are every Day contriving Ways and 
Means for cheating the Publick by Perjuries and falfe 
Entries, are the greateft Gainers, and it will alway s be fo, 
unlefs we can fall upon fome Way of putting it out of thew 


* Power to carry on any fuch Frauds for the duture, 


© And laftly, Sir, we ought to confider the great Lofs 


€ fuftained by the Publick, by means of the Frauds commit- 
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ted in the Tobacco-Trade, and the Addition that mu# 
certainly be made tothe publick Revenue, if thofe Frauds 
can be prevented in Time tocome. By this Addition we 
may be enabled to relieve the Nation from fome of thofe 
Taxes which it has laboured under fo many Years; 
whereas, as the Cafe now ftands, the innocent and 
the honeft Part of the Nation are charged with Taxes 
which they would be free from, if the fraudulent Dealers 
and the Smugglers could be any Way obliged to pay that 
which is juftly due by them tothe Publick. This, Sir, will 
I am convinced, be the Effect of the Scheme I am to pro- 
pofe to you, and whoever therefore views in its proper 
Light, muft fee the Planters, the fair Traders, and the 
Publick ranged upon one Side in fayour of it ; and none but 
the unfair Traders and the Tobacco-Factors upon the other. 
© IT fhall beg Leave to mention to you, Sir, fome of thofe 
Frauds which have come to my Knowledge. The Evi- 
dence I have had of them is to me very convincing : But 
in fuch Cafes Gentlemen ought always to confider what 
Evidence it is impoffible to bring, what Evidence it is by 
the Nature of the Thing unreafonable to expect. 

Then he went through and gave a moft exact Account of 
the feveral Frauds which had been practifed of late Years in 
the Tobacco-Trade, from which he made Calculations of the 
Lofs the Publick thereby fuftained, particulalarly that of get- 
ting the Tobacco weighed at an under Weight upon Impor- 
tation, and getting it weighed again upon Exportation at 4 
“Weight much above what it ought to be: * A particular 
* Inflance of this Fraud (fays he) Sir, we came lately to the 
“ Knowlcdge of by mere Accident: One Midford, who 
« had been a confiderable Tobacco-Merchant in the Citys 
‘ happened to fail, ata Time when he owed a large Sum 
of Money upon Bond to the Crown, whereupon en Ex- 
tent was iffued out immediately againft him, and thereby 
the Government got Voflefion of all his Books, by which 
the Fraud he had been guilty of was difcovered ; for it 
appeared, as may be feen by one of his Books I have - 
my Hand,” (whereupon he fhewed one of this Midford’s 
Books to the Committee) ¢ that upon the Column where the 
“ falfe Quantities which had been entered at the Impor- 
* tation, by Collufion between him and the Officer, by 

* which he paid or bonded the Duty payable upon Import 

* tation, a Slip of Paper had been fo artfully pafted ~ 
© that it could not be difcovered, and upon this Slip ° 

¢ Paper 
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‘ , ” ; 
_¢ Paper were written the real Quantities which were enter- 


_ ed, becaufe he was obliged to produce the fame Book 

when that Tobacco was entered for Exportation; but 
“when upon Exportation the Tobacco was entered and 
* weighed according to the Quantities marked upon this 
* Slip of Paper fo artfully pafted on as I have mentioned, 
© by which he got a Drawback, or his Bonds retired, to 
* near double the Value of what he had actually paid Duty 
‘for upon Importation. Yet, Sir, this Midford was as 
* honeft a Man, and as fair a Trader as any in the City 
* of London; I defire, Sir, not to be mifunderftood, I mean 
* that before he failed, before thefe Frauds came to be dif- 
* covered, he was always reckoned as honeft a Man and as 
¢ faira Trader as any in the City of London, or in any other 
* part of the Nation. 

After this he mentioned the feveral Frauds following, viz. 
That of Re-landing the Tobacco after it was fhipped off 
for Exportation. That of Socking of Tobacco, which was 
a Cant-word ufed for ftealing and fmuggling it out of the 
Ships after their Arrival in the River, before they were un- 
loaded at the Cuftom-houfe. That of ftripping the Leaves 
from the Stalks, and afterwards fplitting and preffing the 
Stalks by an Engine contrived for that Purpofe, and then 
exporting them. That of giving Bonds for the Duty pay- 
able upon Importation, whereby the Government had loft 
feveral large Sums by the Failure of Payment of fuch Bonds, 
That of the rich Moneved-men making Prompt-payments, 
by which the Publick was obliged to allow them Ten per 
Cent, Difcount as to the Duties, and by entering the To- 
bacco foon after for Exportation, they drew back the whole 
Duties, fo that the Government aétually loft Ten per Cent. 
upon all the Tobacco that had been fo entered, 

* Thefe Frauds, Sir, (fays he) are notorious, moft of them 
‘ are known to the whole World; and as the Laws of the 
© Cuftoms have been found ineffectual for the preventing 
of fuch Frauds, therefore it is propofed to add the Laws 
of Excife to the Laws of the Cuftoms, and by Means of 
both it is probable, it is I may fay certain, that all fuch 
‘ Frauds will be prevented in time to come. 

‘ The feveral Subfidies and Impofts now payable Tole 
* Tobacco, by feveral Acts of Parliament for that Purpofe 
‘ made, ftand, Sir, thus;’ (here he went thro a 
Account of the feveral Acts of Parliament for laying u- 


ties on Tobacco, then he went on) * By all which, ™

it appears that the Duties now payable upon Tobacco on 
Importation amount to 6d. and one third Part of a Pen- 
ny per Pound Weight, all which muft be paid down in 
ready Money upon Importation, with the Allowance of 
ten per Cent. upon Prompt-payment, or otherways there 
muft be Bonds given with fufficient Sureties for the Pay- 
ment thereof, which is often a great Lofs to the Publick, 
and is always a great Inconvenience to the Merchant- 
Importer ;_ whereasby“what I am to propofe, the whole 
Duties to be paid for the future will amount to no more 
than 4d. and, Farthings per Pound Weight, and this 
Duty notto be paid till the Tobacco comes to be fold 
for Home-confumption, fo that if the Merchant exports 
his ‘Tobacco, he will. be quite free from all Payment éf 
Duty, or giving Bond therefore, or finding out proper 
Sureties for joining with him in fuch Bond ; he will have 
nothing to do but to reload his Tobacco on board a Ship 
for Exportafion, without being at the Trouble to attend 
for having his Bonds cancelled, or for taking out Deben- 
tures for the Drawbacks ; all which I conceive, Sir, mutt 
be a great Eafe to the fair Trader, and to every fuch 
Trader the preventing of Frauds muft be a great Advan- 
tage, becaufe it will put all the Tobacco-T raders in Bri- 
tain upon the fame Footing, which is but juft and equal, 
- what ought certainly to be accomplifhed, if it be pof- 
ible. 

* Now, Sir, in order to make this Eafe effectual to the 
fair Trader, and to contribute to his Advantage by pre- 
venting as much as poffible any Frauds in time to come, 
[ propofe, as I have faid, to join the Laws of Excife to 
thofe of the Cuftoms, and to leave the one Penny, oF 
rather three Farthings per Pound, called the Further Sab- 
fidy to be ftill charged at the Cuftom-houfe upon the Im- 
portation of any Tobacco, which three Farthings thall 
be payable to his Majefty’s Civil Lift as heretofore ; and 
I propofe that all Tobacco for the future, after being weighed 
at the Cuftom-houfe, and charged with the faid three Faf- 
things per Pound, fhall be lodged in a Warehoufe or Ware- 


houfes; to be appointed by the Commiffioners of the Ex- 


cife for that Purpofe, of which Warchoufe, the Merchant 
Importer fhall have one Lock and Key, and the Ware- 
houfe-keeper to be appointed by the faid Commifhoners 
fhail have another, in order that the Tobacco may lie fafe 
in that Warehoufe; ‘till the Merchant finds a Masket +! 
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* it, either for Exportation or Home-confumption: That 
"if his Market be for Exportation, he may apply to his 
* Warehoufe-keeper, and take out as much for that Pur- 
* pofe as he has Occafion for, which when weighed at the 
* Cuftom-houfe, thall be difcharged of the three Farthings 
* per Pound with which it was charged upon Importation, 
fo that the Merchant may then export it without any fur- 
ther Trouble: But if his Market be for Home-confump- 
tion, that he fhall then pay the three Farthings charged 
upon it at the Cuftom-houfe upon Importation, and that 
then upon calling his Warehoufe-keeper he may deliver 
it to the Buyer, on paying an Inland-duty of 4d. per 
Pound-weight, to the proper Officer appointed to receive 
the fame. 
* And whereas, Sir, all the Penalties and Forfeitures to 
* become due by the Laws now in being for regulating 
“ the collecting of the Duties on Tobacco, or at Jeaft all 
* that Part of them which is net given to the Informers, 
* now belong to the Crown, I now propofe, that all fuch 
* Penalties and Forfeitures, in fo far as they formerly be- 
* longed to the Crown, fhall for the future belong to the 
* Publick, and be applicable to the fame Ufes to which the 
“ faid Duties fhall be made applicable by Parliament; and 
* for that Purpofe I have his Majefty’s Commands to ac- 
* quaint this Houfe, that he, out of his great Regard for 
* the publick Good, with Pleafure confents that they thall 
* be fo applied, which is a Condefcenfion in his Majefty, 

that I hope every Gentleman in this Houfe is fully fen- 
* fible of and will freely acknowledge. 

‘ I know, Sir, there has been an Objection made, I ex- 
* pect to hear it again made in this Houfe, againft what 
* I now propofe: The Objection is this, that a great many 
‘ of his Majefty’s Subjects will be fubjected to being tried in 
‘a Multitude of Cafes by the Commiffioners of Excife, 
‘ from whom there is no Appeal, but to Commiffioners of 
© Appeal, or to Juftices of Peace in the Country, all na- 
‘ med by the King and removeable at Pleafure, from whom 
* the Appellants cannot expect to meet with any Juttice or 
“ Redrefs. I am far from thinking there is any ground 
© for this Complaint, I am far from thinking that any Man 
‘ ever had a juft Reafon to fay that he was wronged of 
© unjuftly dealt with, either by the Commiffoners of Ap- 
‘ peal, or by the Juftices of the Peace at their Quarter- 
* Sedions ; but in. order to obviate any Objection of « this

Nature, I propofe that all Appeals in this Cafe, as well 
as in all other Cafes relating to the Excife, thall for the 
future be heard and determined by two or three of the 
Judges to be named by his Majefty, out of the twelve 
Judges belonging to Wefiminfer-hall; and that in the 
Country all Appeals from the firft Sentence of his Ma- 
jefty’s Juftices of the Peace, fhall be to the Judge of 
Affize upon the next Circuit which fhall come into that 
Country, who fhall in all Cafes proceed to hear and de- 
termine fuch Appeals in the moft fummary Way, with- 
out the Formality of Proceedings in Courts of Law and 
Equity. From fuch Judges, Sir, and fromi fuch a man- 
ner of Proceeding, every Man mutt expe& to meet with 
the utmoft Difpatch, and with the moft impartial Juftice, 
and therefore I muft think, that what I now propofe can 
be no Inconvenience to thofe who may thereby be fub- 
jected to the Laws of Excife, but that if there was for- 
merly any ground of Complaint, it may be a great Re- 
lief to thofe who are already fubjeéted to fuch Laws. 

* This, Sir, is the Scheme which has been reprefented in 
fuch a dreadful and terrible Light: This, Sir, is the 
Monfter, that many headed Monfter, which was to de- 
vour the People and to commit fuch Ravages over the 
whole Nation. How juft it has been reprefented in fucha 
Light, I fhall leave to this Committee and to the whole 
World without doors to judge. I have faid, Sir, I will 
fay it again, that whatever Apprehenfions and Terrors 
People may have been brought under, from a falfe and mali- 
licious Reptefentation of what they neither did nor could 
poffibly know or underftand, I am firmly perfwaded, when 
they do come to know and fully to underfland the Scheme 
which I have now had the Honour to open to you, they 
will view it in another Light; and that if it has the good For- 
tune to be approved.of by Parliament, and comes to take 
Effect, the People will foon feel the happy Canfequences 
thereof, and when they feel thofe good Effeéts, they will 
no longer think thofe People their Friends who have fo 
grofsly impofed on their Underftandings. 

‘ I Jook upon it, Sir, as a moft innocent Scheme; 1 am 
convinced it can be hurtful to none but Smugglers and un- 
fair Traders; I am certain it will be. of great Benefit an 
Advantage to the publick Revenue ; and if I had thought 
otherwife of it, I never would have ventured to have pro 


pefed it in this Place; therefore, Sir, I ‘hall sr Leave 
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“leave to move, that it may be refolved, that it is the 
Opinion of this Committee, that the Subfidy and addi- 
tional Duty upon Tobacco of the Britifh Plantations, 
granted by an Act of the 12th of King Charles IT. and 
the Impoft thereon, granted by an A&ét of the firft of 
King Fames IT. arid alfo the one third Subfidy thereon, 
* granted by an A& of the 2d of Q. Ame, (amounting in 
* the whole to five Pence and one third Part of a Penny 
* per Found) for feveral Terms of Years in the faid refpec- 
tive Acts mentioned, and which have fince been continued 
and made perpetual, fubject to Redemption by Parliament, 
fhall, from and after the 24th Day of ‘fune 1733, ceafe and 
determine,’ 
_ Upon this Speech and Motion enfued the gtand Debate, 
in which the following Gentlemen fpoke in Subftance, or to 
the Effeét as follows, «rz. 

‘ Mr. 4.1” P..y faid, Sir, the hon. 
* Gentleman on the Floof has taken up Ar. A.n P..ys 
a great deal of the Time of the Com- Speech. 
mittee, in ftating a great Number and Variety of Facts, 
and in drawing Conclufions, and making Calculations upon 
the Suppofition that every one of thofe Faéts was ¢x- 
actly as he has been pleafed to reprefent them to us. 
This Sir, I cannot entirely agree with the Gentleman in, 
for if all thofe Faéts were exactly as he has reprefented 
them, and if all the Computations he has madé upon that 
Suppofition were juft, that Quantity of Tobacco, the 
Duties of which the Publick is thereby fuppofed to be en- 
tirely defrauded of, would amount to 2 much greater 
Quantity of Tobacco yearly, than grows in the whole 
Country from which we fetch that Commodity. I did 
not expeét, Sir, to have heard futh a long Detail of Facts, 
or fo many particular Computations. I do not think it 
* at all neceflary upon the prefent Occafion; I expected 
‘ that the Gentleman would have taken a much more ge- 
neral, and a more juft Method. I thought he would 
have {tated to us the Quantity of Tobacco yearly impor- 
ted, the Quantity yearly exported, and would have gt- 
ven us the beft Proofs that could be found for juftifying 
his Computations in that refpect, becaufe from thence 
every Man might have eafily feen what Quantity we 
for Home-confumptign, and what Sum of Money that 


would have yearly brought in if the Duties heactsg 
regularly paid; and upon comparing that with wha Duties 
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Duties have really amounted to for fome Years paft, we 
might have been able to have made fome guefs of the Va- 
lue of the Frauds that have been committed, and of the 
Advantage that may accrue to the Publick, fuppofing 
that all Frauds were to have been by his Scheme prevented 
in time to come. 

‘ This, Sir, is the proper Way, the only Way of coming 
at any Sort of certain Knowledge in the Affair before us, 
but I am afraid if we fhould confider it in this Way, we 
would find that the Scheme now propofed to us would 
be of no fuch mighty Advantage to the publick Revenue 
as has been reprefented, even fuppofing that all Frauds 
were for the future to be thereby entirely prevented ; 
an confidering that no Method of Colleétion, no Pains 
or Penalties, that can be contrived, can be fuppofed effec- 
tual for preventing every Fraud that may in time to come 
be invented and fet on foot; we would have found no 
great Temptation for agreeing to any Scheme by which 
the Liberties of our Country may be brought into the 
leaft Danger, for the fake of any Advantage that we 
could fuppofe would have thereby accrued to the publick 
Revenue. ‘That there are Frauds committed in the To- 
bacco-Trade, I fhall never pretend to deny, I make no 
manner of Doubt but that there are too many Frauds 
committed in that Trade as well as in every other Branch 
of the publick Revenue: But upon a fair State of the 
Cafe, I am fure that they cannot amount to near that 
Value which the hon. Gentleman has been pleafed to men- 
tion; and therefore I fhall beg Leave to examine a little 
thofe particular Frauds and Calculations which have been 
mentioned by him.’ 

Here he went thro’ and examined all the Frauds that 


had been mentioned, and all the Computations that had been 
made, more particularly as to the Bonds he faid, ¢ It has 


& 
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been pretended, Sir, that the Publick has fuftained, and are 
(til in Danger of fuftaining great Loffes by the Method 
of granting Bonds for the Duties payable upon Tobacco: 
This, Sir, I had before heard hinted at by the hon, Gen- 
tleman, and therefore I have lately had a Meeting with 
feveral of the Merchants in London trading in Tobacco: 
We have examined that Affair, and I can now tell that 
Gentleman, that I have it in Commiffion from them to 
propofe, that if the Government will give us a Difcount 
but of 20000], we will give undeniable Security Me the 
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Payment of the Bonds they are now poflefled of, which are 
not become defperate by the Bondfmen being already gone 
off, or become Bankrupts. , 

* As to that Fraud called Socking, it has been a!ready 
difcovered and is, I hope, prevented. But, Sir, it is well 
known, that it was the Merchants that difcovered it, 
the Merchants went and complained of it to the Com- 
miffioners of the Cuftoms, and the Merchants joined and 
affifted the Officers of the Cuftoms in putting an effe€tual 
Stop thereto. This I muft know, becaufe I had the 
Honour to goat the Head of feveral Merchants trading 
in Tobacco, to the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, to re- 
queft of them that we might be allowed to give a Gra- 
tuity to one of their Officers who had been moft inftru- 
mental in the deteéting and preventing of that Fraud, 
and accordingly I myfelf, Sir, paid that Officer a very 
handfome Sum of Money, which we all thought his Di- 
ligence and Integrity very well deferved. 

‘ Asto the Frauds committed at the Weighing of the 
Tobacco either on Importation or Exportation, I am - 
fraid they are too frequent, but as the Tobacco is always 
Weighed upon the publick Cuftom-houfe Keys, where 
Cuftom-houfe Officers fwarm like Bees before a Bee-hive, 
and as there muft be two or three Officers of the Cuitoms 
attending and over-looking the weighing of every Cask ot 
Tobacco, we cannot fuppofe that thefe Frauds were ever 
fo enormous as they are reprefented to be. Whatever 
Frauds are committed in that Way, mutt be either by the 
Neglect or the Collufion of the Officers, and I cannot {cc 

how the Scheme now propofed to us will make the Officers 

either of the Cuftoms or the Excife more diligent in their 
Duty or more faithful to their Truft than they were hereto- 

fore. As tothe re-landing of Tobacco after it has been en- 

tered for Exportation, it was never pretended that that was 

practifed at the Port of London, nor can it be pretended 

that any great Quantities of fuch Tobacco were ever 

confumed in London: That is a Practice that may perhaps 

have been frequent in the Northern Parts of the Ifland, 

and in fome diftant Creeks and Corners of the Coaft, 

and while there is fuch a vaft Difproportion between the 

prime Coft and the Duties on Tobacco, 1 may pr ophefy 

that in fuch remote Places this will always be a Practice > 

It could not be prevented by ten times the Number of OF- 


ou 
ficers we have, even tho’ we had a much more — , “ 
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Army, to fupport them, than we have at prefent. And 
as for the ftripping, cutting, and preffing of the Stalks, 
and the Engine that has been invented for that Purpofe, 
if the honourable Gentleman mentioned it as a Fraud, or 
as alate Difcovery, he miftakes it very much ; on the con- 
trary, it is no Fraud, nor is it alate Difcovery; it isa 
Bufinefs that has been openly, honeftly, and publickly car- 
ried on far many Years; it is a Bufinefs that has im- 
proved our Tobacco-Trade, and is as common and as 
well known as the Bufinefs of a Woollen or a Linnen- 
Draper. 

‘ }ermit me now, Sir, to take fome Notice of the To- 
bacco-Planters, and of the Hardfhips they are laid under 
by their Tobacco-Faétors, who are it feems now become 
their Lords and Matters. I am fure none of them ever 
thought of complaining till they were put upon it by Letters 
and by Application from hence. There are Hardfhips in 
all Trades, which Men mutt neceffarily fubmit to, or give 
up their Bufinefs; but every Man that underftands the 
Tobacco-Trade muft fee, that the Hardfhips the Faétors 
labour under are by much the mo numerous and. the moft 
grievous ; and if this Scheme fhould take Effect, they will 
become fo grievous, that no Man would be able to con- 
tinue in the Trade, by which the Planters would be utterly 
undone, and the Trade quite loft to this Nation ; for it 
will be impoffible for them to manage their Plantations, 
or to fend their Produce to Britain, without having fome 
confiderab!e Merchants fettled here, to fend Ships to receive 
the fame in America, to receive and difpofe of it after it 1s 
landed here, and to fupply them with ready Money till 
their Tobacco can be brought to a proper Market. As to 
the Remonftrance mentioned by the honourable Gentle- 
man, to have been lately fent over by the Tobacco-Plan- 
ters, I know, Sir, that is was obtained by Letters fent 
from hence, and I believe many of thofe who joined in it, 
now heartily repent of what they have done ; it was drawa 
up in the Form of a Petition to this Houfe, and was defign- 
ed to have been prefented, but it feems the Promoters of 


it have thought better of the Matter: However, that it © 


was obtained in the unfair Manner I have reprefented, 


Tam now ready to prove ta the Conviétion of the whole 
World. 


* This then being the Cafe, as the Scheme now propofed 


to us cannot be fuppofed to be of any great Beneht a the : 
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« publick Revenue, as it will be fo far from being an Advan- 
‘ tage to the fair Trader, or to the honeft Planter, that it 
‘ may probably ruin both, and entirely deftroy our Tobacco~ 
‘ Trade; tho’ I and all honeft Men, (and I defy that ho- 
* nourable Gentleman, I defy the whole World to reproach 
‘me with one unfair Practice, in the whole Courfe of my 
‘ Life) I fay, Sir, tho’ I and all honeft Men with from 
‘our Hearts that Frauds may be prevented in this as -vell 
‘ as in every other Branch of the publick Revenue, yet I 
‘ cannot give my Affent to a Propofition that may be of fo 
* dangerous Confequence; a Propofition which I look upon 
© to be inconfiftent with our Conftitution ; I am convinced 
‘ it would prove to be a moft fatal Stroke to the Liberties of 
‘ my Country, which will, I doubt not, be made plainly ap- 
‘ pear by other Gentlemen, of much greater Abilities than 
‘ mine ; and to every Man who has a Regard for his Coun- 
‘try, or for the People he reprefents, this laft muft be a 
‘ fuficient Reafon for being againft it, even tho’ it were 
‘ other ways the moft beneficial Scheme that had ever been 
* propofed. 

* But, Sir, fince I look upon my being a Member of this 
Houfe, as the greateft Glory of my Life, fince I look 
upon that Day on which I was chofe one of the Repre- 
fentatives of the City of London, as the moft aufpicious 
Day of my whole Life, I cannot tamely fit ftill and hear 
the whole Body of the Merchants of that great City repre- 
fented by that honourable Gentleman as a pack of Rogues, 
Smugglers, and unfair Traders. It is a Treatment they 
no way deferve, it is a very odd, a very unkind fort of 
Treatment, and fuch a Treatment as I am fure they never 
‘ will forget, I believe they never will forgive.

The Enquiry into the Rife and Progrefs of our late Parties, 
continued, 


[ Proceed to obferve that the Nation began to be indifpofed 
to the Court, foon after the Refforation. The Sale of Dun- 
kirk helped to ruin a great and good Minijfter; though it be 
ftill doubtful at leaft, notwithftanding the Clamour —_ 
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and the Negotiations with d’Effrades fo much infft 
whether he was ftrictly seeder for this Meafure a Wha 
knows how foon the Re-eftablifhment of the fame Port and 
Harbour may be laid in Form to the Charge of thofe two Men 
who are ftri@ly and undeniably anfwerable for it; and who 
itagger already under the Weight of fo many other juft Im- 
putations ? 

The firft Dutch War, which was lightly and rafhly under- 
taken, and which ended ignominioufly for the Nation, aug- 
mented the publick Indifpofition. Nay Misfortunes, fuch 
as the Plague, and the Burning of London, as well as Mij- 
management had this Effe&. But we muft place at the Head 
of all a Fealoufy of Popery, which was well ‘ounded, and there- 
fore gathered Strength daily. This foon heated the Mind of 
Men to fuch a Degree, that it feems almoft wonderful the 
Plague was not imputed to the Papiffs as peremptorily as 
the Fire, 

The Death of my Lord Southampton, and the Difgrace 
and Banifhment of my Lord Clarendon made Room for new. 
Caufes of Jealoufy and Diffatisfaction ; and the Effects in- 
creafed im Proportion. Thofe two noble Lords had ftood in the 
Breach againft Popery and foreign Politicks ; and what one of 
them faid of the other, That is Southampton of Clarendon, 
may beapplyed with Juftice to Both. They were true Protef- 
tants, and honeft Englifhmen. Whilft they where in Place, 
our Laws, our Religion, and our Liberties were in Safety. When 
they-were removed, England felt the ill Effeéts of the Change ; 
for when they were removed, all thefe were in Danger.. 
How glorious a Panegyrick is this, in which the unanimous 
Voice of Pofterity does and muft agree ? It is preferable furely 
to all the Titles, and Honours, and Eftates, which thofe illu- 

Prious Patriots \eft behind them ; and fo I perfuade my felf it 
is efteemed by the youxg Noblemen, who are Heirs to their 
Virtues, as well as their Fortunes. 

King Charles, and more than him the Dufe and the Papi 
Fa&ton were now at Liberty to form new Schemes ; or rather 
to purfue old ones, with Jefs Referve, againft the Religion and 
Liberty of E ngland. As foon as the famous Cabal had the 
whole Adminiftration of Affairs, thefe Defigns were pufhed, 
alinoft without any Referve at all - - - I am not writing the 
Hiltory of this Reign ; nor have I undertaken any thing 
mere than to make a few Obfervations on the feveral Turns 
of Parties init. I need not therefore defcend into particular 
Proofs of the Defigns, which I attribute to the Court; nor

into a Deduction of the Meafures taken to promote them, 
and the Efforts made to defeat them. That thefe De 
figns were real, can be doubted of by no Man; fince 
without quoting many printed Accounts, which are in the 
Hands of every one, or infifting on other Proofs, which 
have not feen the Light, (and fuch there are) the Abbot 
Primi’s Relation of the fecret Negotiations between the King 
and his Si/fer, the Dutchefs of Orleans, publifhed in 1682, as 
I think, and immediately fuppreffed, as well as the Hiftory 
of the Jefuit d’ Orleans, written on MemGrials furnifhed to 
him by King ames the Second, put the whole Matter out of 
Difputey and even beyond the Reach of Cavil. It is fuffi- 
cient for my Purpofe to obferve that the Tide of Party, which 
hath run fo ftrongly for the Court, and.tiath been feldom fo 
much as flackened hitherto, began now to turn, and to run 
Year after Year more ftrongly the other Vay, 

When this Parliament fate down, (for it deferves our 
particular Obfervation that beth Houjes were full of Zeal 
for the prefent Government, and of Refentment againft the 
late Ufurpation) there was but one Party, in Parliament, and 
no other Party could raife its Head in the Nation. This 
migae have been the Cafe much longer; probably as long 
as King Charles had fate on the Throne, if the Court had 
been a little honefter, or a little wifer. No Parliament 
ever did more to gain their Prince than this. ‘They feemed 
for feveral Years, to have nothing fo much at Heart as 
fecuring his Government, advancing his Prerogative, and fil- 
ling his Coffers. The Grants they made him were fuch, as 
paffed for Inftances of Profufion in thofe Days; when 
15200,000/, a Year for the Civit List, the FLEET, the 
Guarps and GARIsons, and all the ordinary Expences 
of the Government was thought an exorbitant Sum; how 
little a Figure foever it would make in our Times, when 
two thirds of that Sum, at leaft, are appropriated to the Ufe, 
of the Civil Lif? fingl, But all this was to no Purpofe ; 
a foreign Intereft prevailed ; a Cabal governed ; and fometimes 
the Cabal, and fometimes a Prime-Minifler had more Credit 
with the King, than the whole Body of his People. When 
the Parliament faw that they could not gain him over.to 
his own and their common Intereft ;..nor prevail on him, 
by Connivance, Complyance, ind other. gentle Methods ; 
they turned themfelves to fuch as were rough, but agree~ 
able to Law and the, Cuftom of Parliament, as well as pro- 


portionable to the Greatnefs of the Exigency. ‘That 49 
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loft their Temper, on fome particular Occafiont, muft not 
be denied. They were Men, and therefore frail ; but their 
Frailties, of this Kind, proceeded from their Love of their 
Country. They were tranfported when they found that 
their Religion and Liberty were conftantly in Danger from 
the Intrigues of a Popifh Faétion; and they would have been 
fo tranfported, no doubt, if Liberty alone had been Attacked 
by a Proteftant Faétion, Then it was, that this High- 
Church Parliament grew favourable to Proteftant Diffenters, 
and ready to make that juft Diftinction, fo long delayed, be- 
tween them and Popifh Recufants, that the whole Proteffant 
Intereft might unite in the common Caufe. Then it was 
that this Prerogative-Parliament defy’d Prerogative in Defence 
of their own Privileges, and of the Liberties of their Country. 
Then it was, that this pa/five Obedience and Non-Re/iftance, 
Parharient went the utmoft Lengths of Refifance, in a 
Parliamentary Way; and the neceflary Confequence of the 
Steps they made, in this Way, muft have been Re/i/fance in 
another, if the King had not dropt his Minifters, retracted 
his Pretenfions, redreffed fome, and given Expeétation of re- 
drefling other Grievances. In fine, this Penjioner-Parliament, 
as it hath been ftyled, with /ome Corruption in the Houfe, 
and an Army fometimes at the Door of it, disbanded the 
Army in England, and protefted againft the Militia, fettled 
in Scotland by A&t of Parliament, and appointed to march 
for any Service, wherein the King’s Honour, Authority and 
Greatne/s were concerned, in Obedience to the Orders of the 
Privy Council, That I may not multiply particular Inftan- 
ces, they not only did their utmoft to fecure their Country 
againft immediate Danger, but projected to fecure it againft 
remote Danger, by an Exclufion of the Duke of Yoré from 
the Crown, after they had endeavoured ftrenuoufly, but in 
vain, to prevent his entailing Popery more eafily upon us by 
his Marriage with a Popifh Princefs; for he had declared 
himfelf a Papift with as much Affeétation, as if he expected 
t© grow popular by it; had already begun to approve his 
Zeal, and exercife his Talent in Converfions by that of his 
firft Wife; and was notorioufly the Agent of Rome and of 
France, in order to feduce his Brother into ftronger Mea- 
fures than King Charles was willing to take. King Charles, 
to ufe an Expreffion of the Lord Hallifax of that Ages 
— trot; but his Brother would gallop. 
Nhen I refle&t on the Particulars here mentioned, and 
4 great many others, which might be mentioned to the 
Honour

Honour of this Parliament, I cannot hear it called the Pen- 
fioner Parliament, as it were by way of Eminence, without 
a Degree of honeft Indignation ; efpecially in the Ave in 
which we live, and by fome of tho/e, who afte the moft 
to beftow upon it this ignominious Appellation, Pen/fons 
indeed, to the amount of fever, er eicht Theuland Pounds, 
as [ remember, were difcovered to have been civen to fome 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, But then let it be re- 
membered likewife, that this Expedient of corrupting Par- 
liament began under the Adminiftration of that boifterous, 
over-bearing, dangerous Minifter CLirForp. As Jong as 
there remained any Pretence to fay that the Court was in 
the Intereft of the People, the Expedient of Bribery was nei- 
ther wanted, nor practifed. When the Court was evidently 
in anotheri\ Intere/?, the Neccfiity and the Practice of Bri- 
bing the Reprefentatives of the Pesple commenced. Should a 
Parhament of Britain a&t in Compliance with a Court, againtt 
the Senfe and Intereft of the Nation, Mankind would be 
ready to pronounce very juftly that /uch a Parliament was 
under the corrupt Influence of the Court. © But in the Cafe 
now before us, we have a very comfortable Example of a 
Court wicked enough to ftand in need of Corruption, and to 
employ it; and of a Parliament virtuous enouch to refift the 
Force of this Expedient ; which. Philip of Macedon boafted 
that he employed to invade the Liberties of other Countries, 
and which hath been fo often employed by Men of lefs Ge- 
nius, as well as Rank, to invade the Liberties of therr own. 
All that Corruption could do in this Parliament, was to 
maintain the Appearance of a Court Party, whiltt the Mea- 
fures of the Court united a Country Party in Oppofition to 
them, Neither Places, nor Pen/fions could hinder Courtiers i 
this Parliament from voting, on many fignal Occations, 
againft the Court; nor protect either tho/e, who drew the 
King into ill Meafures, nor thfe, who complyed with him 
in them. Nay, this Penfoner Parliament, if it mutt be {till 
called fo, gave one Proof of Independency, befides that of 
contriving a Teff, in 1675, to purge their Members on Oath 
Jrom all Sufpicton of corrupt Influence ; which ought to wipe 
off this Stain from the moft Corrupt. They drove one of 
their Paymaffers out of Court, and impeached the other in 
the Fulnefs of his Power; even at a time, when the Arg 
was fu weak as to make, or fo unhappy as to be forced to 


make, on Account of Penfions privately ne 
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France, the Caufe of the Crown and the Caufe of the A/- 
nifter one, and to blend their Interefts together. 

What I have faid to the Honour of the Long Parkament is 
juft ; becaufe in Fact the Proceedings of Parliament were a- 
greeable to the Reprefentation I have given of them. But 
now, if fome fevere Cenfor fhould appear, and infift that the 
Dame was cha/fe, only becaufe fhe was not enough tempted ; 
that more Penfions would have made more Penfioners ; ; that 
much Money and little Prerogative is more dangerous to Liberty 
than much Prerogative and little Money ; and that the wor rf? and 
weakeft Min: ifter King Charles ever had might have been abfo- 
lute in this very Parliament, whofe Charaéter I adefend, if 
fuch a Minifter had been able to inlift, with Places; Penfions, 
and occcafional Bribes, not a fender Mayority, which the De- 
fection of a Few might at any Time defeat, but\fuch a bulky 
Majority, as might impofe on itfelf; if any one, I fay, 
fhould refine in this Manner, and céntions to infift that /uch 

a Minifier, with fuch a Purfe, would have ftood his Ground 
in the Parliament I {peak of, with how much Contempt and 
[ndignation foever he might have been every-where treated 
by the People, I fhall not - prefume toaflert the contrary, It 
might have been fo. Our Safety was owing as much, pet- 
haps, to the Poverty of the Court, as to the Virtue of the Par- 
ligament. We might have loft our Liberties. But then I would 
obferve, before I conclude, that if this be true, the Prefer- 
vation o! our Relieion and Fiber ty, at that Time, was owing 
to thele two Circumiftane es ; firk, that King Charles was not 
parfimonious, but fquandered on his Péeafures what he might 
have employed to corrupt this Parliament ; fecondly, that the 
Minifters, in that Reign, fingering no Money but the Re- 
venue, ordinary and extraordinary, had no Opportunity to 
filch in the Pockets of every private Man, and to bribe the 
Bubbles very often with their own Money ; as might be done 
now, when Fundings hath been fo long i in Fafhion, and the 
greate? Minifer hath the Means of being the greate/t Stock- 

jobber, did not the eminent Inte grity of the Minifter, and 
the approved Virtue of the Age fecure us from any fuch 
Danger. 

We have now brought the Deduétion of Parties very neat 

to the Aira of Whig and Tory.

FOREIGN AFFATRS. 


FRANCE, 


T has been faid, that notwithftanding the War is actually 

begin on the Side of France, yet that Court will not be 
backward to give ear to reafonable Propofitions for a Peace ; 
but the confiderable Augmentations, which the King has 
ordered to be made in all the-French Troops do not feem to 
give the greateft profpect of an Accommodation, unlefs they 
be defigned to intimidate the Enemies of that Crown into a 
Compliance with the Terms they may infift on. 

Thefe Augmentations are faid to be 30000 Militia, fixty 
Squadrons of Dragoons, 50 Men to the fix Independant 
Companies of Dragoons, and four new ones to be raifed. 
The like Number to the fix Independant Companies of Fufi- 
Jeers, and fix new one’s to be raifed, 18 Mento each Com- 
pany of the French Guards, 40 Men to each Company of 
Swiffers, 20 Men to each Company of the five German Re- 
giments, and 18 new Companies of 100 each to be raifed, 
five Mento each of the 24 Brigades of Body-Guards, 15 in 
the Horfe-Guards, five in each Brigade of the Gendarmery, 
five in each of the 40 Companies of Carabiniers, five Squa- 
drons of Horfe, five into each Company of Hu/ffars, befides 
thofe which which were reformed, to compleat them toeight 
Squadrons. 

Letters from Marfeilles mentioned the Arrival of eight 
Spanish Men of War, with 12 Tranfports, at that Place, 


i that they were to {et fail again as foon as the Wind would 
allow. 
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The Count de Touloufe, Grand Admiral of France, is pre- 


paring to take the Sea once more, and they fay he is to 
command the united Naval Force of France and Spain, which 
will next Spring amount to eighty Men of War.

Spain and PorTuGAL,. 


A Drices from Spain are as contradictory as thofe ‘rom Po- 

land. By the Way of Paris, we have an Account from 
Barcelona, that the Spanifh Fleet fet fail from thence on the 
4th for /taly, being 25 Men of War, with 200 Tranfports, 
and on Borad them 25000 Men, Horfe and Foot. Whereas, 
Letters of the firft, direétly from Barcelona, mention, indeed, 
that they had Orders to embark zooo Horfe and 2000 Foot, 
with 45 Pieces of Ordnance, 15 Field-pieces, &c. but that 
they had no Men of War, and very few Tranfportsthere. On 
the other Hand, Letters from Aicant, of the 28th paft, fay, 
that the Spanifh Fleet lay very ftill there, and did not feem 
to be in agreat Readinefs to fail. Whether thefe laft Advices 
were defigned to conceal the Embarkation, the next Letters 


will probably clear up. 
Rome and ITALy. 


T HE Germans in the Milanefe have thought it their beft 
Courfe, tho’ how much againft their Will is eafily con- 


ceived, to make a Sacrifice of that Dutchy to keep the — 
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tuan. Upon tie firft Approach of the Troops of France 
and Piedmont the Government retired with the utmoft Preci- 
pitation to Przzighitone and Mantua, the only two Places the 

flatter themfelves with being able to hold, till the Arrival of 
the 30000 Men, which they are in Expe@ation of from 
Germany, They believe the Enemy will hardly make any 
attempt upon Mantua, the Situation of it, on a Lake of the 
fame Name, encompaffed by a marfhy Ground, excepting 
fome narrow Avenues, rendering it ai: noft i impre noslite. and 
belides, as well the Town as the Citadel are regularly forti- 
fied, and have now a Garifon of 6000 Men ' 

The King of Sardinia departed from Tyvrin on the 2oth of 
October, and arrived the fame Day at /:gevano, where, his 
Army being united with that of France, he made two De- 
tachments of T roops toinvett Toriona and Novara, whilft he 
himfcif, with a third Body marched towards Pavia. He no 
fooner arrived near that Place, than a Deputation met him, 
and brought him the Keys of the City and Caftle, three 
Battallions of Imperial T roo ps having quitted it, and left 35 
Canon, with a great Quantity of Ammunition behind them. 
That Prince foon after received a De »putation from the Senate 
and City of Adi/an, upon which he detached the Marquis de 
Coigny with « gooo Men, to take Poflefion of that Capital, 
and to form the Blockade of the Citadel, as he had before 
detached the Marquis d’ Aix to command in Pavia, This 
done, that Monarch marched to befiege the Caftle of Piz- 
zighitone, in Perfon. 

Marfhal Villars, who is arrived at Milan, opened the 
‘Trenches before the Citadel of that } lace in his ufual merry 
Mood, by giving a Ball, at the fame Time to the Ladies, 
and fo afforded Diverfion to both Sexes. The Jmperiali/?s are 
faid to have abandoned Cremona, tho’ that Place wanted nei- 
ther Provifions nor Ammunitions for a Defence.

GERMANY. 


THE Court of Vienna is now chiefly thoughtful of getting 

together a confiderable Army to fend into Ital. ~Ac- 
cording to the Plan, which is handed about there, it will 
confift of 47 Batallions, :o Companies of Grenadiers, 120 
Squadrons, and 3000 Huffars, under the General Command 
of Count Aerct, tho’ others will have it that the old Count 
Stabremberg is to command in chief, and Count Merci under 
him. Befides the new Augmentation of zoc:0 Foot, there 
will be 10 or 12 entire new Regiments raifed, two of Dra- 
goons, andthe reft of Infantry. 

From Drefden we have Advice, that fevcral Regiments 
of Saxon Horfe and Foot are upon their March towards 
Karga in Poland, whither the’ new King will fpeediiy ‘ol- 
low, all Preparations for his Departure being now finifhed. 
His Majefty will keep in the Imperial Dominions, ’til! he is 
within 12 German Miles of Cracow. The grand Deputa- 
tion is not to compliment him till he arrives in the Pali 
Dominions, but from Yurnewttz, where they are to wait 
for him, after having performed the Ceremony of receiving 
him as King, in the Name of the Republick, they will ac- 
company him to Cracow, where he is to be crowned. 

The Imperial Army, which is to ferve in Germany, under 
the Command of Duke Abert of Beveren, is already paffed 
Ratisben, in their March towards Norlingen, defigning to 
poft themfelves at U/m: and the Emperor’s Army, which 
has been encamped in Si/efa, being now no farther neceflary 
there, will foon be ordered to follow them. 

The French Army, under the Command of the Marfhal 
Duke de Berwick, encamped lately at Stolboffen, but we 
don’t hear, with any Certainty, whether they defign to un- 
dertake any thing fasther, or will be contented for this Cam- 
paign, with the taking of Fort Keb/, The latter is moft 
probable, becaufe our Jaft Advices mention the Cavalry 
marching into feveral Garifons near Stratzburg, and the 
Infantry being about to form there Camps along the Rhine, 
one at Keh/, and the other two at Fort Louis and Huninger, 
which are to have Redoubts of Communication, and Lines 


to cover them. 


POLAND 
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PoLtanp, SWEDEN, and the NorTHERN Powers. 


As we hinted in our laft, the Advices from Poland, from 

which ever Side they come, are very uncertain. Some 
Letters from WVarfaw, by the Way of Dantzick advife, that 
a Party of the Polifh Army, under the Command of the 
Regimentary Potock, had fallen upon the Ruffians near that 
City, and killed 4000, but our Letters by way of Saxony, 
make no mention of this Rencounter. The Regimentary’s 
Army, which has been lately reinforced with four Regi- 
ments, is now faid to be 32000 Men. 

King Staniflaus has publifhed a Manifefto to engage the 
Nobility of Poland to take up Arms for the Support of the 
Laws and Liberties of the Republick: and the Primate has 
publifhed another Manifefto to juftify his Conduét, wherein 
he gives a very particular Account of all the Circumftances 
of the Election, as a Refutation of what las been laid to his 
Charge by the Opponents. The Stile of that publifhed by 
the King, has been very much taken notice of for fome 
Expreffions, which plainly fhew the Candour and Humility 
of that Prince. We fhall inftance only two or three, which 
will give our Readers a fufficient Idea of the Truth of 
what has been obferved of this Prince’s Chara@ter. The Po- 
lifh Grandees, (fays he) whofe Unhappinefs it is to have formed a 
Party againf? us, cannot be imagined depraved enough of them- 
felves to be the Authors of their Country’s Ruin; No, they are 
ut the mifguided Inftruments of Foreign Councils, And again : 
With what an horrid Afpeé? does the lateCounter-Eleétion appear? 
in vain did the Opponents endeavour to get Poffeffion of the ufual 
Field of Eleétion: Heaven would not allow that. 10, they 
were forced to have Receurfe to a new Place of Eleéion till now 
mot known, and a Hall very unbefeeming the Dignity of a Kolo. 
The Bifbop who dared zmpioufly to proclaim a fecond King, has he 
not been guilty of a treble Perjury, as a Prelate, as a Senator, 
and asa Gentleman ? ---- But it was with the Divine Per- 
mn:ffion. That Supream Being will not, however, always hide 
bis Face. Place your Confidence in him, and take up Arms, 
Succefs will few the World the Fuftice of your Cauje. 

The Senate of Dantzick has already Jevied 600 Men to 
reinforce their Garifon, and they propofe to raife zooo more. 
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King Staniflaus is likewife levying Troops, and Prince Czar- 
toriski has undertaken to furnifh Cloaths for z000 Men. This 
Prince has received Advice by an Exprefs from Lithuania, 
that the Regimentary Pocziey had intercepted a Convoy going 
to the Kujian Army, confifting of 1000 ( fome fay but 200) 
Waggons with Ammunition and Provifion and 300,000 
Rubles (Crowns ) which was to have paid their Troops. 
This Convoy is faid to have been guarded by 1000 Dra- 
goons, and that the Lithuanians killed 400 of them, and 
took the reft Prifoners. "The Sum of Money which the Re- 
gimentary took upon this Occafion was fo confiderable, That 
he refolved to fend it to his Mafter King Staniflaus, but his 
Majefty ordered him to diftribute the whole Sum immediately 
among the Army. There is no Quality which makes Men 
more zealous to .ferve a Prince, than his ‘Genorofity ; and it is 
thought that this noble’ Inftance of a Great Soul and a Con- 
tempt for Money which King Staniflaus has fhewn will do him 
no little Service, 


Turky, Persra, and other Remote CounTRIEs. 


N Otwithitanding the late Defeat of the Perfian Army, 

their General, or Protector, Thomas Kouli-kan, has got 
anew Army of 80000 Men together, and is refolved to try 
his Fortune once more with the Turks, who, as the Rufians 
(from whom this News come) fay, are not a little alarmed, 
that they have the fame Game to play over again. 

Letters from Con/ftantinople advite, that the Divan has fent 
Orders to the Fanizaries and Spabis which are in Natolia, 
to march tothe Frontiers of Hungary, as likewife to the pro- 
per Officers for Levies of frefh Troops, throughout their 
feveral Jurifdictions. ;

London, Nov. 14. On Monday Evening the Indifpofition of the 
Prince of Orange being confiderably abated, but not entirely gone 
off, his Highneis was blooded by the Advice of his Majefty’s Payfi- 
cians. That Night he refted indifferently well, and was yeiterday 
faft advancing on the mending Hand. The Phyficians that attend 
the Prince, report the Progrefs of his Highnefs’s Health twice a-Day 
to their Majeilies. 

The Time for his Highnefs’s Nuptials is not yet fixed. 

The Infide of the Gallery and Chapel is now compleated. 

The Gallery is contrived after a commodious and convenient man- 
ner. On each fide are erected three Rows of Seats railed in, and co- 
vered with Scarlet Bays, as are the Sides and the Floor. It will be 
illuminated with 36 Branchs, each holding 12 large Wax Candles, 
and 126 Sconces, holding three Candles each. 

In the Chapel is ere€ted a fine Altar, before which the Ceremony 
will be performed: On the right of the Altar is ereéted a Throne, 
under which is two Chairs of State for their Majefties ; and adjacent 
to the Throne is a Canopy of State for his Royal Highnefs the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke, and the Princeffes Amelia and Caroline: Fa- 
cing the Throne is creéted two Chairs of State for their Highneffes 
to fit upon after the Ceremony is over, whilft che Anthem is per- 
forming. 

The Wing on each Side the Altar, and the two Side Galleries, are 
hung with Crimfon Velvet trimmed with a broad ‘Gold Lace and 
Fringe ; one of the Galleries is appointed for the two youngeft Prin- 
ceffes and Nobility that do not walk, and the other is for the Fo- 
reign Ambafladors. 

Ihe Area near the Altar is covered with a fine Purple Cloth, on 
which their Majefties and the Royal Family will ftand during the 
Time of the Ceremony, which will be performed by the Lord Bifhop 
of London. 

On the Front Gallery is erected 12 Rows of Seats, as are like- 
wile fix in the Front, and four in the Area below ; thefe are cover 
with a fine Red Harriteen, and are defigned for the Nobility wat 
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Over the Altar is ere&ted a Gallery for his Majefty’s Band of Ma- 
fick. 

On Saturday laft the Court of King’s-Bench appointed Saturday 
the 17th init. to be fet apart for the full Hearing of Mr. Earbery’s 
Affairs.

Holmes 
from Youghall in the Kingdom of Ireland, to have a Trial of Skill, 
which fhould have been performed on Wednefday the 3: ft of O&. 
laft, but the Battle was put off becaufe, one of the Gentlemen was 
obliged to be out of Town; and the Battle being fixed for this Day 
the 14th inft. the faid Mr. Johnfon and Mr. Holmes are relolved to 
meet at the Place appointed, and for their own and Countries Ho 
nour, will Jet the Speétators fee fuch a Battle as has not been fought 
for many Years, each Man protefting not to leave the Bout in which 
any foul play is offered, till one of them is obliged to. fubmit to that 
honourable Weapon, which many brave Men have done before. 
Mr. Figg is to be Umpire, by Defire of the faid Gentlemen. They 
fight four Bouts at fingle Sword, with their Left Feet trapped down 
to the Stage; four at Sword ‘and Dagger, loofe; and four at fingle 
Faulcheon ; (the Weapons agreed upon for the above faid Wager.) No 
Wounds dreft, or Bandage, till the Battle is over. The Matters are 
to fight at Mr. Sibblis’s Great Room, and mount precifély at Three.

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The State of LITERATURE. 


i i HERE has not been fo great a Demand for any of our 

Weekly Pamphlets, as for thofe which under this Arti- 
cle made mention of the late Doétor Tindall, and particular- 
ly for thofe which gave fome Account of his Behaviour in his 
laft Sicknefs; Weare not at all furpriz’d at this: Upon the 
approach of Death, the Man generally appears in his true Co- 
fours: Befides, a Death-Bed is a Circum/fance in which all 
of us think one Time or other, we fhall find ourfelves: 
Some People live in a conftant Dread and Apprehenfion of it. 
It is not therefore to be wondred at, if fo many Men defire 
td know how one of their own Species (efpecially if he was 
a Perfon of great and uncommon Parts) behaved himfelf upon 
this Occafion. Providence feems to have put the Virtue of 
the late Dr. Tindall to the utmoft Teft. To bear the moft 
accute Pains for nine Days together, without hopes of Reco- 
very, is fuch a Trial of a Man’s Patience and Refolution, as 
we are afraid, few befides himfelf could have fupported with a 
good Grace. The World has feemed not a little pleafed at 
fome Parts of his Behaviour in his laft Sicknefs, which they 
have already been made acquainted with: But they will be 
much more pleafed and furprized, when they know the whole. 
We have Reafons to believe, that a full Account of it will be 
prefixed to his Works, and that this Account will be read with 
the Wonder and the Admiration of our lateft Pofterity. We 
believe that the Doétor’s Prefence of Mind and Compofure of 
Thought when he was Dying, was at Jeaft, equal to any of the 
Heroes and Philofophers of Antiquity. The Gentleman 
to whom his ergs are entrufted, is refolved to do his 
deceafed Friend full Juftice upon this Head, whatever Ene- 
mies he may raife to himfeif. In the mean Time, it is hoped, 
that thofe who expreffed an uncommon Eagernefs to fee what 
the Doctor has left behind him, will have a little Patience. 
If his Works are not publifhed quite fo foon as they expect, 
they may depend upon it, that this hort Delay, is grounded 
upon folid and fubflantial REASONs. ; 

The Doétor’s laft Vill has already made a pretty deal of 
Noife, and may pethaps, ftill occafion fome furprizing Con- 
fequences. We have been defired by feveral of our Correfpon- 
dents. to inform them, whether Mr. Budgell has yet received 
the two Huridred Pounds, which was due to the Doétor 
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he died, upon his Penfion, Thiorder to gratify the Curiofity 
of thefe Gentlemen, we muft acquaint them, that our Brother 
Budgel! never demanded this Money, till the 3d Inftant. On 
that day he fent a Letter to the Hon. Sir Robert Valpole, 
containing a formal Demand of this Sum, At the fame 
time he demanded another Piece of ‘fu/fice of the noble 
Perfon to whom he wrote, which we are humbly of Opi- 
nion that great Man is obliged by the Duty of his Poft not 
to deny. We have Reafons to believe that our Brother’s 
Letter was wrote with the Freedom and Spirit of an Eng- 
lifh Gentleman, who is not begging for Favours, but demand- 
ing ‘Fuftice. We dare fay that the Publick would be in- 
finitely pleafed with the fight of this Letter; and it is not 
impoffible but that one day or other their Curiofity may be 
gratifed. Our Brother has not yet received any An/wer to 
his Letter. What he demanded has been neither granted nor 
refufed in expre/s Terms: Mr, Budgell imputes this to that 
Multiplicity of Affairs in which the Great Man to whom he 
wrote, isengaged. He is under no manner of Apprehenfion 
but that he fhall foon receive the Money he has demanded, 
and to which he is advifed he has a /ega/ Right. We have al- 
ready acquainted our Readers inour Bee, N° XX XIII, how 
eafily Mr. Budgell might have received this Money, by fend- 
ing for it to the Treafury, on the very Morning the Doétor 
died, and that Parfon Tindal] would likewife have taken this 
Money in Part of what he was to receive out of his Uncle’s 
Eftate ; But that Mr. Budgell refufed to fecure himfelf, by 
taking either of thefe two Methods, from a firm Beli¢f 
that whatever Differences there might have been between 
Sir Robert Walpole and himfelf, yet that Sir Robert would not 
in the Face of all the World, refufe him the Payment of this 
fmall Sum of Money. He was confirmed in this Opinion, 
as foon as he came to know, that Dr. TinDALt five ae 
after he had made his Will, and four Days before he d , 
wrote a Letter to Sir Robert Walpole upon this very Subject.

The former part of this Letter contains the Jaf Re- 
Quest of a Dying Gentleman who had eminently ferved 
the Houfe of Hanover, and to whom Mr, Budgell fays he 
can make it appear Sir Robert Walpole himfelf nad great Ob- 
figations. The Doétor’s Penfion was fettled upon him before 
Sir Robert was at the Head of the Treafury; tho’ (to 
give this noble Perfon his Due) we are informed he always 
paid it regularly, and with great Civility. To imagine that 
Out of any privaie Pigue he fhould now refufe to pay the 
Arrears of it to Mr. Budgell, the Doétor’s Executor, would 
give us fo mean a Notion of this Great Man, that we will 
not fuffer ourfelves to harbour fuch a Thought. Mr. Bud- 
gell knew nothing at all of the Doétor’s having wrote the 
abovementioned Letter, till fome time after his Death. It 
“Nis true that the Doétor conjured him upon his Death-bed, 
to ask Sir Robert Walpole for this laft Year’s Penfion, and 
taki him, that however hardly he might think of that Great 
Man, he durft undertake for him, that he would pay him 
this Money without the leaft Hefitation. Mr. Budgell him- 
felf did not at all doubt of it, 

As to the Advice which the Doétor gives his great Friend 
in the latter part of his Letter, our A/inij?er has certainly 
a Right to reje& it. We fhail only fay that we have fome 
very particular Reajfons to believe the Doctor thought it was 
the fronge/? Proof he could give him of a fincere Affection 
before he died. “Mr. Budgell had fo high an Opinion of the 
Dostor’s Honsur, and was fo fully convinced that he had 
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an Affe‘tion for him, that he talked to him with more Free- 
dom and Opennefs, than to any other Perfon. 
We cannot forbear in this Place, taking a little notice 


of our Brother Budgell’s Candour, He has never pretended - 


to deny or to difguife that Dr. Tindall was a Well-wither 
to Sir Robert I¥alpole. We muft do him another Piece of 
Jufiice. ‘This Pamphlet was firft eftablithed on the Foot 
of an Impartial Pamphlet, and which fhould let our Rea- 
ders fee what was faid on both fides of the Queftion in all 
difputes of a publick Nature. Our Brother has promoted, 
inftead of oppe/ing our inferting all fuch Panegyricks, as Sir 
Robert’s Friends and Admirers have made upon him: Our 
Readers will fee a great number of them in our preceding 
Bees, Itis true, we could hardly imagine we fhould haye 
had any Occafion to infert a Panegyrick, in which Sir Ro- 
bert and our Brother were both of them complimented, and 
highly commended ; and yet this has happened to be the 
Cafe, as any of our Readers may fee, who will but look 
back to the Poem, inferted in our Bek, N° XXXIV. 
How ready our Brother was to have done this Great Man 
Fuftice upon Cury, by whom he firmly believed, he had 
been falfely and wickedly defamed, the Publick have feen. 
Our Brother has been credibly informed that the fame in- 
famous Fellow (viz.) Curll, reports that the Rev. Mr, Tin- 
dall, after having received more than his Share of his Un- 
cle’s Eftate, and affigned over all his Right to the Arrears 
of his Uncle’s Penfion, had notwithftanding this, applied for 
them ; and by his the faid Cur/’s Management, had Hopes 
given him, that he fhould receive thefe Arrears, if he could 
but blacken Mr. BupGett. Curll has gone fo far, as even 
to print a Letter, which he pretends to have received from 
this Rev. Divine, the Beginning of which Letter (if we 
could believe it genuine) does really feem to look as if Curl 
had made a Propofal to the Parfon of getting thefe Arrears 
for him, and as if the Parfon had been iea# enough to nib- 
ble at the Bait. We cannot, we muff not believe that a Great 
Minifter could have any hand in fuch an Affair; vet Mr. 
Budgell declares he fhould think himfelf obliged to Sir Ras, 
if he would but fairly let- him know whether Mr. Tindall, 
either by himfelf, Sir Charles Wager, or Curll, has really ap- 
plied to him for the Arrears of his Uncle's Penfion ; whether 
a falfe and fcandalous Pamphlet, of which fome People fuf- 
pect Mr. Tindall to be the Author, has been really put into 


the Hands of their moft Sacred Majefties, and if it has, bY 
whofe 
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whofe Intereft and Means it met with an Honour it {0 Jittle 
merited. Every good and loyal Subject has a Right to fome 
fhare of his Prince’s Afteétion : To rob him of this, is wound- 
ing him in the tendereff Part. Their moft Excellent Ma- 
jefties are doubtlefs inclined by their natural Yu/?ice and Ge- 
nerofity, to have that Regard for ‘their Subjects which they 
really merit. Hard would be the Fate of the Gentlemen of 
England, if while they are unable to obtain an Audience 
from their Princes, and to juftify their own Innocence, their 
Charaéers fhould be wickedly traduced by Anonymous Li- 
bels, put into the Hands of their Sovereigns, and charging 
them with fuch Crimes as their very Souls abhor: There 
are fome Meafures which all generous Enemies look upon 
themfelves obliged to keep with one another; and we can- 
not help faying that in our Opinion, after the open and un- 
difguifed manner in which our Brother has aéted in Rela- 
tion to Sir Robert Walpele, that noble Perfon ought to give 
him a direé& Anfwer to his Queries. No Man’s Greatnefs 
is fufficient to exempt him from fome certain Rules which 
every Gentleman ought to obferve. 
Having now laid before the Publick a fecond Letter which 
Dr. Tindall wrote a little before his Death, we fhall fay a 
Word or two in Vindication of an Expreffion in his firf# Let- 
ter publifhed in our Bee N° 32: The following Expreffion 
in that Letter (viz.) Since I am foon to gothe Lord knows where, 
is what we are informed fome preci/e People have been a little 
{candalized at. If this Expreffion feems at firft fomewhat 
Light, it ought to be confidered, as wrote in a familiar Letter 
to an intimate Friend, whom the Doétor was endeavouring 
to engage in the glorious Caufe of fupporting the Liberty of the 
Prefs, on which all our Liberties depend: The Expreffion it 
felf fhews that Comtempt of Death and Unconcern at the Ap- 
proach of it, which can only flow from Courage and Inno- 
cence. The Words of this Expreffion, taken in their true and 
Jrideft Senfe, cannot reafonably give Offence to the moft 
Z.0 ous Chriftians ; fince tho’ fuch believe there is an Heaven 
and an Heil, they have never yet agreed upon the Locality of 
them, or where to fix the Manfions, either of good or wicked 
Men after this Life. We will venture to go alittle farther : 
We believe our felves that there is a future State; yet we do 
not only believe but know, that fome of the beft and greateft 
Men have been perplexed with Doubts upon this Head. — 
the Thing was certain, it could no longer, ftrictly {peaking 
ke properly called an Article of ear Fartu:; Our Faith 
ain would 
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would then be loft in Certainty: But we have never yet had 
fuch Intelligence from the other World, as we could certainly 
depend upon ; and it is extreamly edd, in the Opinion of 
many, that we fhould have no manner of Account either 
in facred or prophane Hiflory, where Lazarus faid he had 
been after he was raifed from the Dead ; Tho’ thisis a Queftion 
which Thoufands of People muft doubtlefs have asked him, 
fince all Mankind had an Interef? to have it anfwered, In 
fhort, the Uncertainty we are in upon this Head is prettily 
painted by the following Lines in Mr, Dryden, which have 
been juftly admired ; tho’ there is fomething in them much 
ftronger than in the Doétor’s Expreffion above-mentioned, in 
his Letter to his Friend. 


Distust, and Darknefs of a future State, 
Make poor Mankind fa fearful of his Fate ; 
Death of it felf is nothing 5 but we fear 
To be we know not what, we know not where.
